There were very few, however, 
in the comjiaiiy that had any k nowl­ 
edge of book -k eeping. 
It seems that 
there has been considerable dissension 
among the stock holders over the way 
the bu siness w*as condu cted. 
The stock holders voted 
at *their 
mooting last night to k eep the present 
matter secret u ntil the exact amou nt 
of the shortage can be determined. 
The company is in good condition 
financially. 
There are now* twenty- 
one stock hohters since the company 
pu rchased Mr. Richev’s share. 
The 
stock is w’orth at least $.100 per share, 
and some of it has sold for as high as 
$-100. 
Members of the company say 
that they wou ld not tak e $500 for tlieir 
shares. 
The company has drilled fou r 
wells abou t one mile sou th of town. 
Three ofjthese are splendid wells, bu t 
the fou rth is giving forth some water. 
The « *on» i» aiiy is probably the best in 
Milroy. 
Last winter it bu rned abou t 
130 fires. 
It is u nderstood that Mr. 
cently pla eed a bo ut $200 in the hank at 
Milroy to the company’s credit, bu t 
this will u ot cover the shortage. 
The 
committee fou nd the book s in su ch a 
tangled condition that tile men were 
not fu lly able to u ntangle them.

committee in its report did not state 
the nu mber of check s credited to Rich­ 
ey or the nu mber that he was short. 
It is said that he has been ask ed re­ 
peatedly to deliver u p the check s and 
some have been retu rned, bu t some 
are still missing.

Tok io, July 11.—The following re­ 
po rt has been receiv ed from the Jap ­ 
anese army headquarters on Sak halin 
Island: 
"Our array without much re­ 
sistance occupied Korasak orsk early 
o n July 8. 
The enemy burned the 
town and retired to positions eight 
miles north, where they resumed re­ 
sistance. 
We diflilouged them and are 
no w in pursuit. 
At 11 a. m. on July 8 
the enemy had retreated to & point 
twenty-tow 
miles 
north 
of Korasa- 
k orsk . 
We cap tured two 12-eeotime- 
ter guns, two 12-pounders and also an 
amo unt of ammunition. 
We suffered 
no loss." 
Admiral Katok a rep orts under date 
of July 7 as follows: 
"My squadron 
went north and, acting in conformity 
with a p rearranged plan, landed ma­ 
rines on July 7 at a point prev iously 
chosen. 
There was no resistance and 
a portion ot our army had already 
been landed.” 
Under date of July 
8 Katok a re­ 
ports: 
"One of our torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers rep orts on the afternoon of 
July 7 that Korasak orsk was burning. 
Th© forts prev iously shelled by the 
destroyer were then silent.
